on Rights of Squawmen. 

Washington, November 5.—The §su- 
preme court of the United States today 
affirmed the decision of the lower court 
in the case of Daniel Redbird, the Chero- 
kee nation and others against the United 
States, known as “‘the white man’s case.”’ 
The case involved the 1l0ng-pending 
claims of between two and three thou- 
sand wiiite persons to iparticipate in the 
aistribution of the lands and funds of the 
Cherokee nation because of marriage 
with members of the tribe. 

The Indians strenuously resisted the 
claim, contending that they had never by 
law recognized property rights on account 
of intermarriage. In passing on the 
cases decided today the court of claffiis 
held that the tribal lands are not commu- 
nal lands, but that whites who acquired 
citizenship by marriage prior to 1875 
have equal interests with the Indians. 
In the case of marriages into the tribe 
since that time, it was held that no right 
of property had been acquired except 
«by those who had paid into the common 
fund the sum of $500. The court of 
claims also held that white husbands of 
Cherokee women who have abandoned 
their wives have forfeited all rights as 
Qherokee citizens, including that of par- 
ticipation in the proceeds of sales of Cher- 
okee lands. 

Today's decision affirms that decision in 
all respects.

Harris, at 12 Walton street, Attorney W. 
Visanska, spoke. He said among 
Other things, that he did not think the 
members of the special committee should 
be bound by a majority rule, and should 
vote as their conacience dictated. 


All Appeals Were in Vain. 


All appeals were in vain, for as fast as 
the licenses were taken up th& report 
o1 the committee was adopted. In only 
one instance was an aye and nay vote 
called for, and that was on the appliva- 
tion of S. S. Moore, for a license on Wall 
street, opposite the old Union depot.

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PUBLICITY AS A REMEDY! 


Let the good work go on! 

In the one short week during which The Constitution has called daily 
attention to the delayed passenger trains, there has been marked improve- 
ment in conformance. to schedules in every line entering Atlanta. 

The showing made Sunday was, comparatively, a remarkable one, no 
doubt the best record which the railroads as a whole have made within the 
past six months. Even the New York vestibule, sometimes six hours late, 


and a half behind! = 

Of course all great improvements require time. Rome was not built in 
a day, neither were broken schedules all repaired in a week. But it is 
well.to note progress. With the same favorable rate of forward movement 
the vestibule ought to come in next Sunday only three hours late, and, per- 
haps, in time it will get close to the schedule promise. 

With like improvement in other schedules the public may reasonably 
expect to get things on a comparatively satisfactory basis in a few weeks 
more. . 

Excepting providential causes, the traveling public has the right to 
expect and demand of the railroads a compliance with their published sched- 
ules. They are tantamount to a part of the contract for service to be rendered 
for a stipulated price. | 

There are none to whom well maintained schedules mean more than 
to the great army of traveling salesmen. To them a delayed train means 
lost time, lost business. The right to prompt service is a part of what 
they purchase with a thousand-mile book. f 

Probably ten people travel on business where one goes on pleasure. 
The pleasure-traveler is annoyed; the business-traveler often suffers finan. 
cial loss from delayed trains. 

Prompt service is a duty which the railroads owe the public. The Con- 
stitution proposes to do all in its power to see that they get it.

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BUT JAPAN---IT’S DIFFERENT. 


Nobody worried very much about Venezuela and her foreign complica- 
tions. When our own treaty with Colombia seemed to stand in the way 
of a‘ great inter-oceanic canal, it was gently brushed aside and the breach 
soon forgotten in the great world-stride that was made. China fs one alien 
nation to whom our doors are barred, and she is lacking in virility to make 
a potent protest. 

But how different when an insult, real or fancied, intended or accidental, 
arouses the ire of Little Nippon! Some Japanese children are sent to sep- 
arate schools for “Orientals” in San Francisco. Instantly there is a loud 
demand for treaty rights. Was the treaty violated? That treaty guarantees 
to the Japanese a right to the advantages of our public schools. There is 
a question, a serious doubt as to whether or not simply separate schools 
constitute such violation. 

But when Japan says treaty rights, it means something. The whole 
machinery of the state department is set in motion; officials fly across the 
continent to see wherein and why a state, a municipality, hds dared to con- 
travene a favored nation’s right. 

What is the meaning of all this bustle and stir when Japan begins to 
pout? The answer is simple. It was given to the world when Russia evac- 
uated Manchuria, and Japan is to be reckoned with today as one of the 
foremost*of world powers. And then, too, our new possessions just to the 
south of the Flowery Kingdom, are, perhaps, too uncomfortably near for 
us to invite any serious unpleasantness just at this stage of the colonial 
game. ° 
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Statistics on Concealed Weapons. 

The grat jury of Clarke county 
has taken cognizance of the vast 
number of homicides that are annual- 
ly teported and that have their inspl- 
ration, in most instances, in the fact 
that one of the parties to the quarrel 
had a gun in his possession; and 
seeks, in its recommendations, to 
lessen this evil. 


The object of the proposed measure, 
recommended by the grand jury, is 
indorsed in a most thoughtful card by 
President BE. C. Branson, of the State 
Normal school, published m The 
Athens Banner. The measure does 
not deal directly with the too com- 
mon practice of carrying concealed 
weapons, nor seek to restrict the 
rights of those who are clearly entt- 
tied to this privilege. It simply aims 
at the end of keeping a record of the 
various deadly weapons sold in a 
community, that the local police offi- 
cers may know in what quantity they 
are sold and to what element of the 
population. . It is proposed to make 
the owners of pistols, metal knucks, 
dirks, Bowie knives and the like pay. 
a special tax for the privilege. 

One advantage of this measure, in 
addition to lessening the number of 
annual tragedies, is the fact that the 
record of the sale of such weapons as 
be easily produced at the trial. Many 
times a case hinges upon the evi- 
dence furnished by the instrument 
that did the killing. An innocent 


tory of the murderous 
is shrouded in mysterr. 

This law will not affect the exist. 
ing statutes as to carrying concealed 
weapons, but it will impose an addi- 
tional penalty for having such wea 
ons among one’s personal effects, if 
the record of same is not filed with 
the ordinary. 


In large centers of population in 
this day of well organized police sur- 
veillance, the need of weapons for 
protection is so rare as to be of sen- 
sational interest. If a man wishes 
a pistol or a shotgun on his premises, 
however, the Athens plan would: enti- 
tle him to have one by paying 2 spe- 
cia] tax. If dirks and brass knucks 
and other deadly weapons are in the 
possession of any parties, ostensibly 
for their personal they
